THE chief pbjeds of the attention of 
the Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts, Manufactures, and Commerce, in the 
application of their Rewards, are Ingenuity 
in the feveral branches of the Polite arid 
Liberal Arts, ufeful Difcoveries and 
Improvements in Agriculture, Manu- 
factures, Mechanicks, and Che- 
mistry, or the laying open any fuch to 
the Public \ and, in general, all fuch ufeful 
Inventions, Difcoveries, or Improvements 
(though not mentioned in the Book of Pre- 
miums), as may appear to have a tendency 
to the advantage pf Trade and Commerce. 
The Society therefore, in purfuance of their 
plan, propofe to heftow the following Pre- 
miums.
